Desire - Ordinances Red Cross Issues a 
Are Passed Call to Nurses

issue S75.000 in bonds tor paving 
certain streets and Snxyxx) in bonds 
for erecting a community building 
and completing the grading and 
equipment of the play ground. The 
Community Building ordinance was 
amended on second reading to strike 
out the words "community build- 
ing" and to substitute for them the 
words, "public building tor general 
borough purposes." ; 

This was done to cover ;i techni- 
cal point raised by the borough 
solicitor. Fletcher Stites. who said 
that while the law clearly defined 
and recognized a "public building." 
there was no such thing in the law 
as a ''community building." 1 his 
change was purely technical and 
does not affect the original purposes 
for which this building has been 
projected. 

Council received a communication 
from the trustees of the Xarberth 
Civic Association, requesting the 
borough to take over a note for 
about $.2400 with which the Civic 
Association borrowed money more 
than eight years ago for laying the 
Xarbrook park sewer. Since that 
sewer was built, the borough has 
connected other sewers with it and 
it has for several years been serving 
a wider group of residences than 
was originally projected. Council- 
man Redifer recommended that, as 
a matter of finance, the note should 
be taken over by the borough, but 
felt that before this was done the 
sewer should be thoroughly ex- 
amined, because there was some 
question as to whether it was prop- 
erlv constructed in the first place. 
The matter was therefore referred 
to the Committee on Streets and 
Sewers to examine the Narbrook 
Park sewer and report at the next 
meeting. 

C. A. S. McClellan. of Woodside 
avenue, presented a petition having 
a considerable number of signatures 
and urging Council to refuse to pass 
the two desire-ordinances for issu- 
ing bonds for street pavements and 
for the Community Building. 

Mr. McClellan, when given an 
opportunity to speak, said that he 
and his associates had no feeling of 
hostility toward the street petition- 
ers, but he felt that the borough 
should not pay the full cost of pav- 
ing newer streets on which the resi- 
dents had bought their property at 
a lower figure because the streets 
were not paved. He was opposed 
to the Community Building enter- 
prise on the grounds of general 
economy. His petition stated that 
this building would serve a limited 
number of people and a few organ- 
izations who might, at any time, 
disband, leaving the building with- 
out any rental income. 

President Hall explained, in re- 
sponse to Mr. McClellan's remarks, 
that the two desire-ordinances, and 
the enabling ordinances which were 
given first reading Monday night, 
were not depriving any voter of the 
privilege of passing on both of these 
bond issues at the election. He said 
that, speaking as an individual mem- 
ber of Council, he thought it was 
always unwise for Council to refuse 
to give the citizens an opportunity 
to vote on any such important prop- 
osition concerning which there was

Surgeon ( 'icneral Ireland, ot the 
Cmii-'l S;at;> army, acting at the 
request of the \\ ar 1 lepartmcnt, has 
asked every nurse in Philadelphia 
and the four adjacent counties, and 
ad women who served in the nurs- 
ing capacity to report by letter, telc- 
1 hone or telegram on or before 
Friday. September u. to the head- 
quarters of the Southeastern Penn- 
svlvania Chapter of the American 
.veil Cross, Kito Locust street. 

"This does not mean active serv- 
ice : it does not mean giving up your 
work," wrote Miss Clara I). Xoyes, 
chairman of the National Commit- 
tee of the Red Cross Nursing 
.-service, in a letter issued to the 
.uirses. "Mill it does mean that you 
are expected to report to the com- 
mittee under which you are en- 
rolled, either in person, by letter, 
telephone" or telegram. No nurse 
need be put to any expense beyond 
a two-cent stamp or telephone call, 
or if she has been particularly tardy, 
she may need to pay for a telegram. 

"Regardless of age, occupation, 
or present physical condition, you 
are expected to answer on that day 
exactly as if you were called into 
active service. Each nurse enrolled 
in our service appreciates that its 
primary purpose is a reserve of the 
Army and Navy Nurse Corps, and 
therefore should be prepared to 
answer a call of this sort whenever 
it may come. 

"It does not mean war, but it does 
mean preparedness and efficiency. 
( )n the morning of September 12, 
or preferably a few clays before, 
answer 'here.' giving your name, ad- 
dress and stating whether you are a 
Red Cross Nurse, or a graduate, 
practical or student nurse." 

This call to the nurses is the first 
ever issued in peace time, and is a 
feature of the National Defense 
Test that has been prepared for all 
military groups and citizens of the 
country. It is the first practical try- 
out of the peace-time working of 
the National Defense Test, and the 
Red Cross has been asked, as its 
specific contribution, to handle the 
registration of nurses. 

It is estimated that there are Soo 
enrolled Red Cross Nurses and 
many additional hundreds of gradu- 
ate, student and practical nurses in 
the territory of the Southeastern 
Pennsylvania Chapter which em- 
braces Philadelphia, Bucks, Dela- 
ware, Montgomery and Chester. 

Before noon on September 12 
the committee in' charge of returns 
is asked to compile a report for the 
War Department showing the num- 
ber of nurses registering. 

The registration will be in charge 
of Miss Anna Rogers, director of 
the Department of Nursing Activi- 
ties of the Southeastern Pennsyl- 
vania Chapter, and of Miss Susan 
Francis, chairman of the Philadel- 
phia Local Committee on Red Cross 
Nursing Service.

New Bus Line

( >f considerable importance was, 
a petition presented to the commis- 
sioners hv the Montgomery Bus I 
Company, asking the < ). K. of that' 
body on an application to be made, 
for a charter for a new bus line. ! 

The Montgomery Bus Company.! 
which operates the large line on | 
Lancaster avenue, from Sixty-third j 
street to Rosemont. will go before, 
the Public Service Commission on; 
September N, asking that it be given; 
a charter to run a bus line over the ! 
route now used by the present line j 
which runs through Narberth. j 

Their petition to the commission 
alleges that the present line is poor- 
ly managed, unsatisfactory to its pa- 
trons, and that the owner, Vincent 
Mariani, of Narberth, is in financial 
straits. The granting of a charter 
to the new line would imply, of 
course, the cancelling of the grant 
to Mariani. 

The commissioners, however, 
could find no basis for the charges 
made and defended the present line. 
Peter C. Hess, Bala commissioner, 
reported a comfortable ride to the 
meeting in one of the buses, as did 
James Stretch, of the General 
Wayne district. 

Captain Donagby stuck up for 
Mariani's line, stating it as his be- 
lief that the township officials 
should give their consent to no 
proposition to crowd a man out of 
business unless definite complaints 
were in their hands. 

( )n the basis of these remarks, it 
was voted unanimously by the com- 
missioners to refuse their consent, 
and the matter now passes to vaie 
decision of the Public Service Com- 
mission.

"SUMMERLESS YEAR IN 1926-27" 

The above headline recently ap- 
peared in a Philadelphia evening 
paper followed by an article ex- 
plaining why such conditions are 
to be expected. It was by Herbert 
J. Browne, of the Smithsonian In- 
stitute. His predictions are alarm- 
ing and if verified would prove to 
be one of the greatest disasters of 
history. 

For the present month he pre- 
dicted dry and hot weather with 
severe droughts. So far as Nar- 
berth is concerned, and the same 
would apply to this section gen- 
erally, his prediction has not been 
verified. Precipitation has been 
ample, while the highest tempera- 
ture has only reached 95, the high- 
est record at Narberth is 106 de- 
grees. He declares that the win- 
ter will set in early and last long. 
Considering that we have had an 
excess of temperature each year 
since 191 T, with the exception of 
the present, it is quite probable 
that the coming winter and next 
year may be cold if not severe. In 
fact there may be several cool 
years to compensate for the sev- 
eral years of excess temperature. 

Precipitation at Narberth since 
January to the end of July was 
34.38 inches, which is well above 
normal. Excess precipitation for 
Philadelphia has been about one 
inch a month for this year. In a 
country so vast as this perfect 
conditions for crops in every sec- 
tion have not been experienced. 
Droughts, hot and cold extremes 
will continue to be experienced' 
now here, now there. This year 
New England has had a severe 
drought and the South to a more 
limited extent. 

And then, as Herbert J. Browne 
predicts, in 1926-27 will come "the 
year without a summer," like that 
of 1816 with frosts, snow and ice 
in every month in the year. 

Perhaps? And perhaps not.

NEW HEADQUARTERS 

Township to Erect Large Building on 
Present Site, 
Commissioners of Lower 
Merion township, who have been 
r-truggling with the problem for 
several years, took preliminary ac- 
tion last week looking to erection 
of a new township building on the 
ground now occupied by the town- 
-hip headquarters. 

All departments of the township 
government, including the police, 
according to tentative plans, will 
be housed in the proposed new 
structure. 

It is to be three stories in height, 
over a finished basement; to be 
built of stone and to have a front- 
age of 100 feet and a depth of GO 
feet. 

Not only will the township de- 
partments at present housed in the 
township building be provided 
witlt suitable offices, but offices are 
also contemplated for the town- 
ship treasurer and the real estate 
assessors. 

These officials now have offices 
in the old office building of the 
Merion Title & Trust Company at 
Anderson and Lancaster avenues. 
The police department is housed 
in the antiquated station in Lip- 
pincott avenue close to County 
Line road. 

Formal action to erect a build- 
ing was taken up by the commis- 
sion Wednesday. Last week George 
C. Anderson, township secretary, 
acting for the special committee 
on building, issued advertisements 
.or proposals, to be received up to 
'■'• P. M. on September K» for erec- 
tion of the building "in accordance 
with drawings and specifications 
prepared by Zantzinger, Borie & 
Medary. architects," l.'loi Otis 
1'iiiilding, Philadelphia. A copy of 
the plans is also on file at the 
township office. 

Two purposes are to be served 
by obtaining the bids now, one to 
hasten the proceeding's and the 
other to guide the township com- 
missioners in the financing of the 
building. 

Ordinances and other enact- 
ments will be prepared during the 
next week or two and be ready 
for passage within a short time. 

No indication is given of the 
plans of the commission with re- 
spect to the "other township lot" 
south side of Lancaster avenue 
— the old Becker tract — south 
side of Lancaster avenue Tun- 
ing back to Athens avenue. Some 
commissioners favor selling this 
tract, although it has been found 
to be involved with errors in 
the original mortgages on which 
sale to the township was based 
which might damage the town- 
ship's title. 

Various business men and 
others in Ardmore were anxious 
to have this tract, or at least a 
part of it, made into a small park 
for the people of Ardmore.

came, not lt>s beautiful, but in-tead 
of a (lower, a weed. 

The study and idcntificalion of 
wild llower's has recently become 
more and more popujnr, and to be 
able to give the correct name is an 
art in itself. The common names 
mav differ with each locality, hut 
there is always a name for each 
flower which is recognized by bo- 
tanists. 

The l.ihrary has se\eral hooks to 
;iid in the identification ol wild 
flowers and these may he consulted 
at the Library or they may be taken 
home. Matthew's Field Hook ot 
American Wild Flowers is one of 
the best for the amateur botanist, as 
it describes the flowers in "plain 
English" and contains many illus- 
trations, most of them colored. 
"Wild Flowers of New York" with 
its full plates in color is an invalu- 
able aid in locating a flower with- 
out a long search through text. 
Dana's "How to know the wild 
flowers," separating the groups ac- 
cording to color, is another book 
in the Library collection. 

People who have had their in- 
terest in flower identification 
aroused or renewed while away on 
summer vacations will find that 
their return to Xarberth need bring 
no interruption to that interesting 
avocation because the autumnal dis- 
jilav of wild flowers in this vicinity 
is as profuse as can be found any- 
where. The reference books at the 
Community Library have, of 
course, been particularly selected 
for use in this vicinity and frequent 
use of them will . heighten the in- 
terest already awakened.
